RULES. 

1. - — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  and  treatment  of 
suitable  cases  of  sickness  and  accident  within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of  the  Town 
of  Bromsgrove  and  such  parts  of  the  parish  as  may  be  beyond  that  limit. 
Suitable  cases  are  defined  as  those  requiring  treatment  as  in-patients,  and 
these  must  (except  in  cases  of  accident)  be  bona  fide  residents  within  the  said 
radius.  No  out-patients’  department  is  provided. 

2.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a  Committee,  consisting 
of  President,  Vice-Presidents,  the  Medical  and  Dental  Officers  of 
the  Hospital,  Honorary  Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretaries,  and  Eleven 
Subscribers,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  eight  of  the 
Elected  Members  of  the  Committee  who  during  the  preceding  year  shall  have 
attended  the  greatest  number  of  meetings  shall  be  re-elected,  the  remaining 
three  shall  retire  but  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination. 

3. — The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  January,  at  which  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  and  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure,  with  the 
Balance  Sheet  for  the  past  year,  shall  be  presented.  No  alteration  in  the 
Rules  shall  be  made  unless  notice  thereof  be  given  in  the  circulars  and 
advertisements  convening  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  — The  Committee  (four  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum)  shall  meet  once  a 
month,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee,  or,  in  the 
absence  of  any  such  appointment,  then  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  every  month 
at  7.0  p.m. 

5.  — Visitors  for  each  month  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  byelaws  and  do  all  such  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  hospital,  and  to  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  number. 

7.  — One  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by  rota  to  take 
the  general  superintendence  for  each  month,  and  he  shall  be  called  the  “Medical 
Officer  in  Charge  for  the  Month,”  but  each  patient  shall  be  attended  by  such 
Medical  Officer  as  he  or  she  may  select  ;  in  cases  where  no  selection  is  made 
the  patient  shall  be  attended  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  Charge.  In  cases  of 
important  surgical  operations  all  the  Medical  Officers  shall  have  due  notice. 

8.  — In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  posts  of  Honorary  Medical  or 
Consulting  Officers,  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  the  same,  such 
appointment  to  be  confirmed  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

9.  — The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Matron  (who  shall  reside  in  the  Hospital), 
and  they  may  provide  further  assistance  if  and  when  required. 

10.  — Admission  will  be  free  to  all  deserving  patients,  the  Committee  reserving 
to  themselves  the  right  to  make  a  charge  in  such  cases  as  they  may  deem  fit. 

11.  — No  midwifery  cases,  or  persons  labouring  under  mental,  contagious,  or 
incurable  diseases,  shall  be  admitted. 

12.  — Every  Subscriber  shall  have  the  privilege  of  recommending  one  patient 
for  each  ten  shillings  subscribed. 

13.  — Cases  of  accident  and  emergency  requiring  immediate  hospital  treatment 
will  be  admitted  forthwith  ;  Medical  and  Surgical  cases  will  be  admitted  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Subscriber,  countersigned  by  a  Medical  Officer. 
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14.  — No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  more  than  two 
weeks  without  a  fresh  letter  of  recommendation. 

15.  — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided  in  the 
Hospital.  Patients  shall  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital,  and  not 
receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  without  the  sanction  of  their 
Medical  Officer. 

16.  — Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  and  shall  be  deemed  payable  on 
the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year.  Letters  of  recommendation  not  used  in 
the  current  year  shall  not  be  available  in  any  subsequent  year.  No  person 
shall  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Hospital,  nor  be  entitled  to  any 
privileges  as  a  Subscriber,  unless  his  or  her  subscription  for  the  current  year 
shall  have  been  paid. 

17.  — Donors  of  twenty  guineas  shall  become  Life  Governors,  and  be  entitled 
to  two  letters  of  recommendation  per  annum. 

18. — The  Hospital,  Land,  and  Buildings,  and  all  property  devoted  to  the 
use  of  the  Hospital,  and  all  legacies  bequeathed  to  it,  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees, 
who  shall  invest  or  otherwise  deal  with  all  legacies  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee.  The  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  be  indemnified  out  of  the 
property  of  the  Hospital  against  all  losses  and  expenses  which  they  may  incur 
or  sustain  as  Trustees. 

19.  — Of  any  legacy  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital,  one  half  at  least  of  the 
amount  received  under  the  bequest  shall,  unless  otherwise  specified  by  the 
Testator,  be  placed  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

20.  — The  Trustees  (who  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee),  are 
Messrs.  John  Green,  J.P.,  Frank  Holyoake,  J.P.,  and  John  Humphreys,  M.A.  : 
any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number  shall  be  supplied  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Subscribers  convened  for  that  purpose.

PROPOSED  EXTENSIONS  AND  CHILDREN’S  WARD. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers  and  friends  of  the  Bromsgrove  Cottage 
Hospital  was  held  at  the  Institute,  Bromsgrove,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
January  29th.  The  President  (Mr.  John  Sumner)  presided,  and  others  present 
were  Miss  Green,  Miss  Brighton,  Mrs.  Frayne  Wilson,  Miss  D.  Sassons,  Mrs. 
Drury,  and  Messrs.  John  Green,  A.  Charles  Cutler,  Hugh  Sumner,  Prank 
Holyoake,  J.  T.  Taylor,  G.  Russell,  T.  W.  Guest,  W.  A.  Townsend,  F.  Dudley, 
J.  T.  Banks,  Victor  Drury,  J.  A.  Brighton  (Hon.  Treasurer),  and  G.  F.  Wilson 
(Joint  Hon.  Secretary).  Apologies  were  received  from  Mrs.  Hugh  Sumner  and 
Messrs.  W.  Johnson  and  John  Humphreys. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  (as  recorded  on  page  10)  was  read  by 
Mr.  G.  Frayne  Wilson  (Hon.  Sec.). 

Mr.  J.  A.  Brighton  (Hon.  Treasurer)  presented  the  statement  of  accounts. 
On  the  General  Account  the  year  started  with  a  balance  of  £67  7s.  4d.  The 
receipts  had  amounted  to  £2515  2s.  2d.,  and  included  subscriptions  £330  5s., 
donations  from  patients  and  others  £746  2s.  5d.,  income  from  investments 
£364  Is.  10d.,  pound  day  £19  Os.  6d.,  and  other  voluntary  gifts  £21  4-s.  The 
payments  amounted  to  £2500  5s.  9d.,  and  included  salaries  and  wages 
£644  14s.  7d.,  grocery  and  provisions  £151  Is.  Id.,  meat  £126  4s.  7d.,  fruit 
and  vegetables  £41  14s.  7d.,  milk  £73  16s.  Id.,  bread  £32  Os.  8d.,  drugs  and 
surgical  appliances  £121  10s.  5d.,  coal  and  coke  £109  0s.  7d.,  rates  and  insurance 
£115  17s.,  laundry  £133  12s.  5d.,  and  a  transfer  to  extension  and  improvement 
fund  £750.  The  balance  in  hand  was  £82  3s.  9d.  The  receipts  on  the  endow¬ 
ment  fund  during  the  year  had  amounted  to  £274  6s.  6d.,  and  the  total  now 
amounted  to  £8536  8s.  9d.,  of  which  £620  0s.  2d.  was  uninvested.  The  extension 
and  improvement  fund  had  been  increased  during  the  year  by  £1195  7s.  10d., 
and  now  stood  at  £2141  17s.  4d.,  of  which  £1726  8s.  4d.  was  uninvested.  Mr. 
Brighton  added  that  this  was  rather  a  lot  of  money  to  remain  in  the  bank,  but 
a  special  arrangement  had  been  made  for  the  payment  of  a  good  rate  of  interest 
pending  an  investment. 

The  report  and  statement  of  accounts  were  adopted,  on  the  motion  of  the 
Chairman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Townsend. 

Appointments. 

Vacating  the  chair,  Mr.  Sumner  suggested  the  Hospital  needed  a  live  local 
President,  who  could  attend  their  meetings. 

Mr.  Green  remarked  they  had  got  such  a  man — (hear,  hear) — and  they 
would  not  be  surprised  when  he  proposed  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Sumner  as 
President.  (Applause.)  They  had  never  had  a  President  who  was  such  a 
help  to  the  Hospital. — Mr.  Wilson  seconded,  and  it  was  carried  with  applause. 

Upon  resuming  the  chair,  the  President  said  he  took  his  re-election  as  a  very 
great  compliment.  It  was  certainly  a  pleasure  to  him  to  attend  that  meeting, 
but  he  did  feel  that  a  President  ought  to  attend  more  than  the  annual  meetings 
and  be  available  more  than  he  was  able  to  be.  But  as  they  were  so  indulgent, 
and  had  so  kindly  and  generously  received  the  proposal  for  his  re-election, 
he  would  have  very  much  pleasure  in  occupying  the  presidential  chair  during 
the  coming  year.  (Applause.) 

The  Vice-Presidents  were  thanked  for  their  services,  and  were  re-elected,  on 
the  proposition  of  Mr.  Russell,  seconded  by  Mr.  Guest. 

The  following  were  appointed  on  the  Committee  :  Mrs.  Neale,  Miss  D. 
Sassons,  Messrs.  J.  T.  Banks,  J.  Field,  T.  W.  Guest,  W.  Johnson,  H.  H.  Pitt, 
G.  Russell,  Hugh  Sumner,  J.  T.  Taylor,  and  W.  A.  Townsend. 

In  proposing  the  election  of  the  Committee,  coupled  with  a  vote  of  thanks 
for  past  services,  Mr.  Holyoake  said  the  Committee  were  after  all  the  mainstay 
and  backbone  of  the  hospital,  apart  from  the  technical  side.  Their  attendance 
was  remarkably  good  month  after  month  ;  evidently  their  hearts  were  in  the 
work,  and  they  loved  it,  and  they  might  take  the  comfort  that  the  subscribers, 
the  public,  and  everyone  else,  had  every  confidence  in  them,  as  was  disclosed

by  the  records  of  the  Hospital — the  number  of  patients  treated  and  the 
extraordinary  increase  in  subscriptions  of  all  kinds.— The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Green,  and  carried  unanimously. — Replying  as  last  year’s  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Hugh  Sumner  remarked  they  appreciated  Mr.  Holyoake’s 
kind  remarks,  and  it  was  certainly  true  that  they  loved  and  thoroughly  enjoyed 
their  work. 

Mr.  Cutler  moved  the  re-election  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Staffs,  with  the 
addition  of  Dr.  Mundy  and  Mr.  F.  Wood,  coupled  with  a  vote  of  thanks. — 
Mr.  Hugh  Sumner  seconded,  and  it  was  carried. 

Mr.  Dudley  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Lady  Visitors,  Mrs.  Douglas 
Wenham  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Sumner,  for  their  excellent  work. — Miss  Green  seconded, 
and  the  proposition  was  carried. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Auditors  (Messrs.  T.  Roper  and  Co.)  and  their 
re-election  was  agreed  to,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Russell. 

Proposing  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Brighton  as  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Holyoake 
said  he  knew  something  of  what  a  tremendous  undertaking  the  position  was, 
and  he  thought  the  time  would  come  when  it  would  be  found  necessary  to 
appoint  a  paid  assistant.  As  the  work  had  developed  recently  it  was  becoming 
a  job  they  could  hardly  ask  a  man  to  do  in  his  spare  time.  He  did  not  think 
Mr.  Brighton  really  had  any  spare  time,  for  he  seemed  always  engaged  in  some 
good  work  or  other.  He  deserved  their  very  hearty  thanks,  and  he  tendered 
them  to  him.  (Applause.) — Seconding,  Mr.  Green  said  he  was  treasurer  for 
twenty  years,  and  he  knew  something  of  the  work,  which  since  his  day  had 
greatly  increased.  They  had  an  excellent  Treasurer  in  Mr.  Brighton,  whose 
heart  and  soul  was  in  the  job.  (Applause.)— The  proposition  having  been 
carried  with  acclamation,  Mr.  Brighton  replied.  He  said  the  work  had  been 
a  labour  of  love.  If  it  was  not  he  could  not  do  it.  He  had  had  the  assistance 
of  his  daughter,  who  had  been  a  great  help  to  him.  The  work  was  too  much 
for  most  people,  but  with  the  help  of  his  daughter  he  had  been  able  to  get  along 
very  well.  He  supposed  he  was  a  sort  of  detective  in  following  up  motorists. 
Sometimes  he  got  something  and  sometimes  nothing  at  all,  but  on  the  whole 
he  thought  they  managed  to  keep  their  end  up.  An  old  subscriber  to  the 
Hospital  wrote  to  him  last  week:  “  I  hope  the  Hospital  services  and  funds 
will  not  be  spent  too  much  on  motoring  maniacs  and  strangers  who,  after 
rushing  into  trouble,  get  its  benefits  and  treatment  and  often  make  no  return.” 
That  was  hardly  correct.  They  did  get  money  from  some,  although  others 
went  out  of  hospital  and  forgot  them,  and  the  gentleman  who  wrote  need  not 
be  afraid.  They  would  do  all  they  could  and  what  they  could  not  get  they 
would  do  without.  (Applause.) 

Moving  the  re-election  of  Messrs.  Brighton  and  Frayne  Wilson  as  Hon. 
Secretaries,  the  Chairman  observed  it  had  been  his  privilege  to  work  with 
both,  and  he  knew  perfectly  well  what  they  could  do,  what  they  did  do,  and 
what  they  had  to  do.  When  he  was  connected  with  the  management  he  made 
it  his  business,  recognising  the  enormous  amount  of  work  to  be  done  by  the 
Treasurer,  to  get  a  paid  clerk  to  do  some  of  the  work.  Since  his  time  Mr. 
Brighton  had  saddled  himself  with  that  work,  but  if  he  was  on  the  committee 
again  he  should  want  a  paid  clerk  appointed,  at  any  rate  to  do  the  donkey 
work,  as  he  was  sure  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  lighten  Mr.  Brighton’s  burden. 
— Mr.  Townsend  seconded.  As  an  old  member  of  the  Committee,  he  said,  he 
also  knew  something  of  the  work,  and  he  knew  Mr.  Brighton  and  Mr.  Wilson 
were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  work  for  the  Hospital. — The  resolution  was 
carried. — Replying,  Mr.  Brighton  said  Mr.  Wilson  and  himself  worked  well 
together.  They  lived  near  to  each  other,  and  the  footpath  was  badly  worn 
in  consequence  of  the  running  backwards  and  forwards.  (Laughter.)  Mr. 
Brighton  added  that  he  was  particularly  gratified  that  Mr.  Sumner  had  again 
accepted  the  position  of  President. — Mr.  Wilson  also  returned  thanks,  saying 
it  was  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Mr.  Brighton,  and  anything  he  could  do  for 
the  Hospital  he  would  always  have  the  greatest  pleasure  in  doing.

President’s  Annual  Report. 

The  President  read  his  annual  report,  as  follows  :  When  the  President  of  a 
hospital  rises  to  comment  upon  the  affairs  of  the  past  year,  as  a  rule  his  method 
of  approach  is  to  work  up  through  an  eulogy  of  the  organisation’s  achievements, 
ending  on  a  subdued  note  of  apology  for  the  adverse  figures  of  the  balance  sheet. 
I  propose  to  take  a  different  course.  Starting  with  finance  :  It  is  my  good 
fortune  to-night  to  be  able  to  strike  the  note  of  congratulation  to  all  concerned, 
in  that  you  have  not  only  made  both  ends  meet,  but  are  able  to  show  a  balance 
upon  the  right  side  as  well.  Now,  I  know,  as  well  as  do  those  who  are  in  the 
thick  of  the  work,  that  such  a  state  of  affairs  does  not  come  about  of  itself.  I 
realise,  as  well  as  those  who  have  had  to  do  it,  how  hard  it  is  to  get  in  money, 
even  for  the  best  of  causes,  because  the  onus  has  fallen  upon  me  in  respect  of 
other  interests  in  the  past.  For  this  reason  I  must  most  heartily  congratulate 
you  upon  having  connected  with  this  hospital  men  and  women  willing  to 
shoulder  the  responsibility  of  work  so  onerous  and  responsibility  so  great. 
This  I  stress  because  I  realise  that  it  is  only  by  strenuous  individual  effort  that 
success  is  attained.  Others  have,  I  know,  helped  to  this  end,  but  then,  not 
wishing  to  be  invidious — for  others,  too,  have  helped — I  cannot  refrain  from 
mentioning  our  Matron,  in  connection  with  the  Linen  Guild  and  the  Pound 
Day  ;  Mr.  Banks  and  Mr.  Russell,  in  respect  of  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund, 
the  great  credit  for  which  is  theirs  ;  and  Sergeant  Pitt,  the  Carnival.  There  is, 
however,  one  item  I  note  with  some  concern.  The  subscriptions  are  down 
£13.  Now,  may  I  suggest  to  the  Committee  that  if  casting  round  they  could 
find  someone  who,  with  zeal  equal  to  those  whose  names  I  have  just  mentioned, 
would  personally  canvass  each  well-to-do  householder  in  the  town  and  district, 
I  believe  that  this  important  item  of  revenue  would  quickly  recover  and  be  put 
upon  a  footing  as  secure  as  are  the  rest.  As  it  is,  looking  at  the  balance  sheet, 
it  would  strike  an  observer  that  what  I  would  call  the  larger  householder  is 
hardly  pulling  his  weight,  for  to  these  it  is  we  naturally  look  for  regular  annual 
subscriptions.  And  yet  I  think  that  if  personally  asked,  few  would  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  an  appeal  for  so  good  a  cause.  Two  old  adages  here  hold  good  : 
“  Neglect  is  wrought  for  want  of  thought  and  not  for  want  of  heart.”  Or 
again,  “  If  you  want  a  thing,  the  way  to  get  it  is  to  go  for  it.”  Just  one  more 
matter,  and  I  have  finished  with  finance.  Much  has  appeared  in  the  papers 
of  late  as  to  the  contributory  schemes  which  certain  hospitals  have  successfully 
inaugurated.  Birmingham  is  one  of  these,  and  has  made  an  offer  to  hospitals 
in  adjacent  districts  to  collect  money  for  thier  central  fund  in  the  districts 
catered  for  by  the  local  hospitals  in  question,  they  (Birmingham)  paying  to 
such  hospitals  an  agreed  sum  for  each  of  their  contributors  making  use  of  the 
local  hospitals.  Bromsgrove  has  been  approached  by  Birmingham  as  to  this. 
The  scheme  received  the  very  careful  consideration  of  your  committee,  and 
although  they  recognised  that  it  had  many  excellent  features,  and  might  relieve 
them  of  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility,  they  felt  that  so  long  as  they  had 
volunteers  so  well  able  and  willing  to  gather  the  money  needed,  they  preferred 
to  continue  an  independent  course.  In  this,  whilst  present  conditions  continue, 
I  think  that  they  are  wise.  I  am  told  that  the  question  has  been  asked  “  Have 
our  contributors  the  same  facilities  for  consulting  specialists  as  those  of 
Birmingham  ?  ”  Undoubtedly  :  if  their  doctor  advises  it,  a  specialist  will 
be  called  in  to  deal  with  complicated  cases.  I  have  dealt  rather  lengthily  on 
the  subject  of  finance — it  is  all  important.  But  there  are  other  things  quite 
as  necessary  for  the  successful  working  of  a  hospital.  One  is  the  medical, 
and  the  other  the  nursing  staff.  In  these  we  are  to  be  congratulated,  for  in 
both  we  are  singularly  well  served.  In  the  first,  we  have,  unhappily,  sustained 
a  loss  in  Dr.  Rowlands,  which  we  all  most  deeply  deplore,  those,  I  am  sure, 
who  worked  with  him  and  under  him  most  of  all.  For  not  only  was  his  skill 
undoubted  and  his  assiduity  invariably  assured,  but  his  consideration  and 
kindly  interest  were  equally  to  be  depended  upon.  Of  our  nursing  staff  under 
its  efficient  head,  “  The  Matron,”  one  has  only  to  pay  an  unexpected  visit  to  the 
wards  to  see  on  every  hand  ample  evidences  of  efficiency.  And  now  I  come 
to  another  subject,  which  is  of  prime  importance  at  the  present  time.  For 
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untold  years  there  has  lurked  in  the  keen  and  fertile  brain  of  the  hospital’s 
old  tried  friend,  Mr.  John  Green,  who  we  rejoice  to  see  again  with  us  to-night 
verdant  as  ever,  a  project  of  extension.  Careful  and  methodical  as  always, 
through  long  years  he  had  preserved  a  written  offer  received  by  him  from  that 
respected  founder  of  the  institution,  the  late  John  Corbett.  The  offer  was  to 
build  a  children’s  ward.  When  it  was  made  it  could  not  be  taken  advantage 
of,  but  to-day,  on  the  winding  up  of  the  Corbett  Trust  estate,  the  hope  is 
entertained  that  that  old  offer  may  still  bear  fruit,  and  that  the  Trustees  in 
charge  may  see  their  way  to  carry  out  the  wish  John  Corbett  then  expressed. 
For  this  we  wait  and  hope,  for  Mr.  Green  has  not  only  unearthed  that  letter, 
but  has  presented  it  in  the  proper  quarter,  backed  by  his  personal  appeal.  I 
note  with  satisfaction  the  legacies  that  have  accrued  to  us  during  the  past  year. 
How  much  we  value  the  kind  thought  which  prompted  them  in  those  who 
have  passed  away,  I  need  not  say.  May  they  prove  an  incentive  to  others, 
also,  to  find  the  Hospital  a  place  in  their  last  will  and  testament. 

Mr.  Green  said  when  the  late  Mr.  John  Corbett  wrote  to  him  expressing  a 
wish  to  build  a  children’s  ward,  they  were  struggling,  as  they  had  to  struggle 
at  first,  and  he  was  compelled,  while  thanking  Mr.  Corbett  for  his  very  kind 
offer,  to  tell  him  that  they  were  not  in  the  position  to  maintain  a  children’s 
hospital  unless  it  was  endowed.  Some  few  years  later  he  supplied  Mr.  Corbett’s 
Trustees — Mr.  Willis  Bund  and  Lord  Cobliam — with  a  copy  of  the  correspon¬ 
dence,  and  expressed  a  hope  that  they  would  be  able  to  make  a  grant  fo  r  the 
purpose  of  building  a  children’s  hospital.  He  was  told  that  they  were  not 
making  any  grants  until  the  estate  was  wound  up,  and  he  had  heard  recently 
from  Lord  Cobham  that  although  the  Estate  had  been  wound  up,  the  Trustees 
would  not  make  any  distribution  until  they  had  the  whole  of  the  applications 
before  them.  He  told  Lord  Cobham  of  the  plan  they  had  for  the  extension  of 
the  hospital  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £8000  odd,  and  he  hoped  they  would  get 
a  satisfactory  reply.  (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  John  Green’s  Reminiscences. 

Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Sumner  for  presiding,  Mr.  Green  became 
reminiscent,  and  recalled  some  interesting  experiences  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  since  its  establishment  in  1878,  in  the  cottages  at  the  top  of  the 
Alcester  Road,  Mr.  Arthur  Ryland  being  an  active  supporter  of  the  movement. 
About  1890  Miss  Mary  Trelierne  left  £500  towards  the  erection  of  a  new  hospital, 
and  the  public-spirited  gifts  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Corbett  and  Sir  Thomas 
Chavasse  led  to  the  erection  of  the  present  hospital,  opened  by  the  Earl  of 
Coventry  in  1891.  The  necessary  funds  were  largely  raised  by  a  canvass  of  the 
district  by  the  late  Mr.  James  Laughton,  Mr.  J.  N.  Creswell,  and  himself. 
When  they  removed  to  the  new  building  the  financial  struggle  began.  The 
expenses  doubled,  and  income  did  not,  and  the  committee  of  management  had 
to  resort  to  various  means  of  raising  the  wind.  They  had  several  annual  balls, 
and  made  a  great  effort  in  a  sale  of  work,  the  ladies  working  hard  in  making 
things  for  sale,  for  which  their  husbands  had  to  buy  the  materials.  (Laughter.) 
They  raised  something  like  £300,  however.  Then  they  had  a  rummage  sale 
which  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Smallwood  at  an  annual  meeting  said  he  thuoght 
was  a  bit  “  low  down.”  However,  the  committee  had  no  false  pride,  and  so 
long  as  they  got  the  money  honestly  they  did  not  mind,  and  they  raised  about 
£70.  He  remembered  the  old  Corn  Exchange  was  crowded  with  goods,  and  in 
the  yard  outside  were  about  seven  hundred  pairs  of  boots  and  shoes,  the  tops 
of  which  were  good,  but  most  of  which  had  little  sole.  (Laughter.)  There 
were  some  good  ones  amongst  them,  and  they  also  had  some  excellent  things 
inside  the  Exchange.  There  was  a  drag,  however,  in  Lincoln  and  Bennett’s 
top  hats  that  had  been  worn  the  week  before  by  the  donors.  (Laughter.) 
They  thought  the  cabbys  would  jump  at  them  at  a  shilling  apiece,  but  no  one 
wanted  them,  and  in  order  to  get  rid  of  them  they  were  sold  at  a  penny  each. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Brighton  :  I  presided  at  the  stall.  (Renewed  laughter.) 

Mr.  Green  :  And  you  were  a  bad  salesman.  (Further  laughter.) 
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Continuing,  Mr.  Green  said  Mr.  Townsend  would  know  that  he  was  speaking 
gospel  when  he  said  that  his  father  sold  many  things  for  them  of  which  he  knew 
the  value,  and  they  sold  out  in  three  or  four  hours,  although  they  had  advertised 
a  two-days’  sale.  (Laughter.)  In  1890  Mr.  Creswell  and  himself  started  the 
Hospital  Saturday,  and  £68  was  raised.  Last  year  the  Saturday  Fund  con¬ 
tributed  the  magnificent  sum  of  nearly  £900,  principally  due  to  the  loyal  and 
generous  support  of  the  working  class.  (Applause.)  Later  he  managed  to  get 
together  a  Hospital  Saturday  Committee,  and  that  was  the  best  move  he  ever 
made,  for  the  Hospital  Saturday  Committee  had  done  excellent  work,  without 
which  the  Hospital  would  never  have  attained  the  success  it  had.  In  that 
connection  he  would  like  to  mention  the  services  of  Mr.  Banks  and  Mr.  George 
Russell — (applause) — both  of  whom  had  done  excellent  work,  and  the  Hospital 
Saturday  was  now  the  backbone  of  the  Hospital’s  income.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Brighton  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  and  referring 
to  Mr.  Green’s  remarks,  said  he  was  not  going  to  wear  the  statement  that  he 
was  a  bad  salesman.  (Laughter.)  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Green  was  in 
charge  of  affairs,  and  lie  said  “  I  can  do  nothing  with  these  hats  ;  you  sell  them 
at  a  penny  each.”  (Renewed  laughter.) 

The  Chairman  replied  to  the  vote,  which  was  carried,  and  Mr.  Banks  acknow¬ 
ledged  the  references  made  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  Committee.  Referring 
to  the  President’s  remarks  about  the  treatment  of  cases  in  which  a  specialist 
was  necessary,  Mr.  Banks  said  if  he  could  only  give  an  assurance  to  people 
that  such  special  treatment  would  be  provided  at  the  cost  of  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Fund,  it  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  assets  they  could  have  in  the 
task  of  raising  money  for  the  institution. 


REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  1929. 

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  their  52nd  annual  report. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  has  been  814,  together  with  12 
remaining  from  last  year,  making  a  total  of  826,  being  an  increase  of  70  over 
1928. 

The  results  are  as  follows  : — Cured  770,  relieved  25,  died  13,  and  remaining 
18.  Of  the  total  406  were  accident  cases,  4  being  fatal  ;  and  of  the  accident 
admissions  101  were  those  of  persons  living  outside  the  radius  of  the  Hospital. 
The  number  of  operations  was  333. 

The  Committee  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  treated,  which  has,  of  course,  added  to  the  expenditure.  Plans  have 
been  prepared  for  a  large  ext  ension  of  the  Hospit  al,  including  a  Children’s  Ward 
and  N-ray  apparatus,  made  necessary  by  the  increase  of  patients.  The 
Committee  therefore  appeal  for  more  annual  subscribers. 

The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  the  loss  which  the  Hospital  has 
sustained  by  the  deaths  of  Dr.  Rowlands,  who  for  many  years  gave  of  his  best 
to  the  institution,  and  of  Mrs.  Beatson  Moore,  who  was  a  friend  of  long  standing 
and  a  Life  Governor.  Legacies  have  been  received  from  the  executors  of  the 
late  Mr.  E.  Grey  £100,  and  Mrs.  M.  Amiss  £20. 

The  Committee  tender  their  best  thanks  to  the  Hospital  Saturday  Committee 
for  their  handsome  collection  of  £868  17s.  9d.  ;  to  the  Committee  of  the  Hospital 
Carnival  and  all  who  helped  to  make  the  effort  such  a  wonderful  success, 
resulting  in  the  addition  to  the  funds  of  the  sum  of  £417  15s.  5d.  ;  to  the 
Churches  for  their  Sunday  collections  of  £151  5s.  8d.  ;  to  the  Linen  Guild  for 
their  record  effort  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital’s  needs  ;  to  the  Matron  for  her 
work  in  again  making  Pound  Day  a  success  ;  and  to  the  Worcestershire  Musical 
Association  for  the  greatly  appreciated  monthly  gramophone  recitals. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  subscribers  and  donors,  the  lady  visitors* 
the  medical,  surgical,  dental,  and  nursing  staffs,  the  clergy,  and  ministers  of 
all  denominations,  and  all  those  who  have  assisted  in  maintaining  the  Hospita 
in  its  present  high  state  of  efficiency.
